— Despite the showdown 
with the West over Ukraine, 
Moscow wants to cooper¬ 
ate with Washington and 
its allies tn dealing with the 
threat posed by the slarm- 
ic State group and other 
global challenges., Presi¬ 
dent Vsadimir Putin said Fri¬ 
day os he tried to allay in¬ 
vestors’ fears over Russia's 
course. 

Putin blamed the United 
States for ignoring Russia's 
interests and trying to en¬ 
force its will on others, but 
he also sent conciiatory 
signals, saying that Mos¬ 
cow wants a quick settle¬ 
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Shrimp Cocktail 
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ment to the Iranian nuclear 
standoff and a peaceful 
political transition in Syria. 
Speaking al a major eco¬ 
nomic forum, Putin also 
insrstea that Russia wants 
February’s Ukraine peace 
agreement to succeed. 
Fighting there wil stop, he 
said, once Ukraine provides 
broader rights to its eastern 
regions, gives amnesty to 
the rebels and calls local 
elections there. 

The annual event, intend¬ 
ed to burnish Russra’s im¬ 
age before global inves¬ 
tors, was famished by the 
freezing of Russian ac¬ 
counts in France and Bel¬ 
gium on Thursday as part of 
an effort lo enforce a $50 
billion judgment to com¬ 
pensate shareholders of 
the now-defunct Yukos oil 
company. 

At a meeting with top ex¬ 
ecutives of global news 
agencies, including The 
Associated Press, which 
began nearly three hours 
behind schedule at around 
midnight, Putin sought to 
downplay the freeze and 
said that Russia will con¬ 
test it. Putin argued that 
the arbitration court in The 
Hague, Netherlands, which 
issued the ruling last year, 
does not have jurisdiction 


over Russia. 

The court ruled that Rus¬ 
sia must pay damages to 
shareholders in the oil com¬ 
pany, which was disrnarv 
tied in a politically driven 
onslaught that saw its chief 
executive, Mikhail Khodor¬ 
kovsky, sentenced to 10 
years tn prison. 

EU and U.S. sanctions over 
Ukraine have helpea push 
Russia’s economy into re¬ 
cession and cut investment 
and imports dramatically. 
Putin, however, argued 
Friday that the Russian 
economy is on the path to 
recovery and that the West 
hurt itself by imposing the 
sanctions. 

Putin's speech on the econ¬ 
omy decidedly Sacked any 
engagement on his pari or 
specific proposals to turn 
around the economy. A 
large number of Russian 
and foreign investors in 
the audience were read¬ 
ing news or emails on their 
smartphones as Puiin deliv¬ 
ered a speech in which he 
did not address the severe 
cress lhat businesses in Rus¬ 
sia are facing. 

In contrast to the economy 
speech. Putin was much 
more animated while re¬ 
sponding lo questions 
about foreign policy.Q

Charleston victims’ families forgive suspect in Court

CHARLESTON. South Caro¬ 
lina (AP) — Relatives of 
the nine people shot down 
during a Bible studysession 
inside their historic biack 
church confronted Dylann 
Storm Roof on Friday dur¬ 
ing his initial hearing. They 
described their pain and 
anger,, but also spoke of 
love. 

The 21-year-old suspect 
was ordered held until 
a bond is set on murder 
charges. He appeared by 
video from the county jail 
looking somber in a striped 
jumpsuit and speaking 
only briefly in response to 
the pudge's questions. 

“I forgive you, my family 
forgives you," said Antho¬ 
ny Thompson, whose rela¬ 
tive Myra Thompson was 
killed, “We would like you 
to take this opportunity 
to repent. ... Do that and 
you’ll be better off Shan 
you are right now.” 

The victims included the 
Rev. Clementa Pinckney, 
a state senator who dou¬ 
bled as the church’s lead 
pastor, and eight others 
who played multiple roles 
in their families and com¬ 
munities: minsters and 

coaches, teachers and a 
librarian, counselors and 
choir singers and the elder¬ 
ly sexton who made sure 
the historic Emanuel Afri¬ 
can Methodist Episcopal 
Church was kept clean. 

A police affidavit released 
Friday accused Roof of 
shooting all nine multiple 


times, and making a “ra¬ 
cially inflammatory state¬ 
ment" as he stood over an 
unnamed survivor. 


The families are deter¬ 
mined not to respond in 
kind, said Alana Simmons, 
who lost her grandfather, 
the Rev. Daniel Simmons. 
“Although my grandfather 
and the other victims died 
at the hands of hate, this is 
proof — everyone's plea 
for your soul is proof they 
lived in love and their lega¬ 
cies will live in love, so hate 
won’t win," she said. “And I 
tust want to thank the court 
for making sure that hate 
doesn’t win.” 

Felecia Sanders survived 
the Wednesday night at¬ 
tack by pretending to be 
dead, but lost her son Ty- 


wanza. She also spoke 
from Chief Magistrate 
James GosnelE’s court¬ 
room.. where Roof’s image 


appeared on a television 
screen. It is not unusual in 
South Carolina for the fam¬ 
ilies of victims to be given 
a chance to address the 
court during a bond hear¬ 
ing. 


“We welcomed you 
Wednesday night in our 
Bible study with open arms. 
You have killed some of

the most beautifulest peo- 
ple that I know. Every fiber 
in my body hurts ... and I'll 
never be the same,’’Sand¬ 
ers told Roof, 

“Tywanza was my hero," 
Sanders added, but then 


even she showed some 
kindness lo the man ac¬ 
cused of killing her son: “As 
we said in Bible Study, we 
enjoyed you but may God 
have mercy on you.” 

Roof bowed his head 
slightly. From the jail, he 
could hear them talking, 
but couldn’t see them: the 
camera showed only the 
judge. 

“Charleston is a very strong 
comm unify. 

We have big hearts. We’re 
a very loving community,” 
said Gosnell, who urged 
people to find it *n their 
hearts to help not only the 
nine victims, but 'Victims 
on the young man’s side of 
the famity” as well. 

Roof’s public defender re¬ 
leased a statement from 
his family offering prayers 
and sympathy for the 
victims, and expressing 
“shock, grref and disbelief 
as to what happened that 
night." 

“We have all been 
touched by the moving 
words from the victims’ 
famiies offering God’s for¬ 
giveness and ?ove in the 
face of such horrible s utter¬ 
ing, " the statement said.Q

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Obama rejects mass shootings as ‘new normal' in America

SAN FRANCISCO {AP} — 

President Barack Obama 
said Friday he refuses to 
accept the idea that 
regular mass shooling 
are “the new normal” in 
America. He acknowl¬ 
edged. though, that it will 
take a shift in public opin¬ 
ion before the country 
acts to tighten access to 
guns. 

Obama said his first com¬ 


ments on the church 
shootings in South Caro¬ 
lina. in which he said that 
political realities fore¬ 
closed action by Con¬ 
gress, had been misinter¬ 
preted by some as show¬ 
ing he was resigned to 
inaction on the issue of 
access to guns. 

“I'm not resigned.” he 
told the U.5. Conference 
of Mayors. ‘1 have faith 
that we wilf eventually do 
the right thing. I was sim-

ply making the point lhat 
we have to move public 
opinion.

abiding, but also without 
suggesting that any de¬ 
bate about this involves 
a wild-eyed plot to take 
everybody’s guns away." 
He held out evolving 
public opinion on gay 
marriage and climate 
change as evidence that 
attitudes can change. 
Obama says he couldn’t 


say that the gun corv 
troi legislation he pushed 
unsuccessfully earlier in 
his tenure would have 
stopped the Charleston 
shootings, “but we might 
still have more Americans 
with us.”

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Men accused in terror plot to kill blogger plead not guilty

BOSTON (AP) — Two men 

pleaded not guilty Friday to 
compiling to support the Is¬ 
lamic State group in a plot 
to kill a cons emotive blogger 
who has angered Muslims. 
David Wright, 25, of Mas¬ 
sachusetts, and Nicholas 
Rovmski, 24, of Rhode Island, 
entered the pleas in federal 
court in Boston. 

Both v/ere indicted Thursday 
on charges of conspiring to 
provide material support to 
a terrorist organization by 
plotting with Boston terror 
suspect Usaamah Rahim, 
26, to behead blogger Pa¬ 
mela Geller. The plot wasn't 
carried out. Rahim was 
killed by investigators who 
say he lunged at them with 
a knife in Boston on June 
2 when they approached 


him to talk about a record¬ 
ed phone conversation. In 
the phone conversation, 
authorities say, Rahim told 
Wright he had changed his 
mind about killing Ge Her and 
now wanted to kill police of¬ 
ficers. Rahim's family has 
questioned that account. 
Wright and Rovinski wtll re¬ 
main in custody until at least 
a status conference, which 
is set for July 29. 

Wright also pleaded not 
guilty to charges of con¬ 
spiracy and obstruction of 
justice. Authorities say he 
urged Pahim to destroy his 
phone and wipe his com¬ 
puter. 

An FBI affidavit says the men 
targeted Geler after she 
organized a conference in 
Texas in May featuring car¬

MADISON, Wis. (AP) — 

Sports fans may have to 
leave their Biackhawks, 
Indians or Redskins gear 
at home if they plan on 
entering a Madison public 
school next year. 

Starting this fall, public 
school students in Wiscorv 
sin’s capital city cannot 
wear shsrIs, hats or other 
stems that display Ihe 
name, logo or mascot of 
any team lhat portrays a 
“negative stereotype” of 
American Indians. Those 
who do must change or 
face suspension or expul¬ 
sion. 

“The existence of these 
mascots destroys our self¬ 
esteem. The existence of 
these mascots shows us 
how people really think of 
us," Gabriel Saiz, a junior 


at Madison West High, told 
the city school board in 
May shortly before it voted 
unanimously to adopt the 
policy. 

The district’s dress code 


says a list of prohibited lo¬ 
gos and mascots would be 
made available before the 
beginning of the school 
year. 

The move comes some 
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two years after Gov, Scott 
Walker signed a law that 
made it harder for the 
state’s public schools to 
drop tribal nicknames. The 
measure was prompted by 
officials in a handful of Wis¬ 
consin cities who refused 
to part with mascots such 
as the Chieftains ana the 
Indians after the state De¬ 
portment of Public instruc¬ 
tion ordered them to drop 
the monikers. Previous 
state law allowed the state 
agency to launch a hear¬ 
ing into each race-based 
nickname with a single 
complaint, Current law re¬ 
quires a petition to trigger 
the hearing. 

Larry Dupuis, legal director 
for American Civil Liberties 
Union of Wisconsin, said he 
was not pleased with the 
Madison school district's 
move. He said it limits stu¬ 


dents’ free speech and 
seems counterproductive 
by stifling conversation 
about American Indian 
portrayals. “This kind of 
Band-Aid doesn't fix these 
sorts of underlying prot> 
terns/' Dupuis said. “What 
a horrible thing to tel kids 
that we can't discuss these 
ideas, lhat we should avert 
our eyes to this.” Brian 
Howard, a spokesman for 
the National Congress of 
American Indians, wel¬ 
comed the ban, which he 
said was the first he T d heard 
of in a public school. He 
said a private school, San¬ 
dy Spring Friends School 
in Maryland, approved a 
much more limited ban in 
February agasnst only the 
word “Redskins,” the mas¬ 
cot of the Washington, 
D.C. NFL team. The school 
doesn’t require uniforms.Q 


Cruise ship crashes at upstate 
New York seaway: 22 injured 


MASSENA, New York (AP) 

— A cruise ship taking Eu¬ 
ropean tourists to Ontario, 
Canada, crashed into a 
■wall while entering a lock 
on the St. Lawrence Sea¬ 
way in northern New York, 
injuring 19 passengers and 
three crew members, offi¬ 
cials said Friday. 

The U.S. Coast Guard said 
the Saint Laurent was 
headed from Montreal to 
Toronto when it hit a wall 
in the Eisenhower Lock 
near the Canadian border 
Thursday night. There were 
273 people on board, in¬ 
cluding 81 crew members 
and 192 passengers who 
are mainly French and 
Swiss nationals. 

The ship’s operator. Mi- 
ami-based FleetPro, said 
19 passengers and three 
crew members were treat¬ 
ed at a hospital and re¬ 
leased. The company said 
all the injuries were minor. 


The crash remains under 
investigation. 

The impact punched 
a hole in the ship’s hull, 
causing it to take on wa¬ 
ter, said Petty Officer 2nd 
Class Lauren Laughlin of 
the Coast Guard’s Cleve¬ 
land-based Ninth District, 
which covers the St. Law¬ 
rence River and the sea¬ 
way. 

The lock’s doors were 
closed and the water 
drained out so the boat 
wouldn't sink, Laughlin 
said. A salvage crew and 
Coast Guard team were 
assessing the damage 
Friday to determine how 
best to move the vessel, 
she said. 

The Washington, D.C.- 
based Saint Lawrence 
Seaway Development 
Carp, said the ship is stable 
and She uninjured passen¬

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Study: Deficit rise, more uninsured if US health law tossed

WASHINGTON {AP) — Re¬ 
pealing President Barack 
Obama’s signature health 
care law would modestly 
increase the budget defi¬ 
cit, while the number of un¬ 
insured Americans would 
rise by more lhan 20 million, 
said a nonpartisan govern¬ 
ment study released Fri¬ 
day. The report from the 
Congressional Budget Of¬ 
fice comes as Washington 
awaits a decision from the 
Supreme Court on whether 
to nullify health insurance 
subsidies for some 6 mil¬ 
lion people in more than 
30 states. The ruling would 
have a major impact on 
the Affordable Care Act, 
known as. “Obamacare.” 
Republicans now in cen¬ 
tre of both chambers of 
Congress say they are not 
backing away from their 
promise to repeal “Obarn- 
acare." 

But repealing the law’s 


spending cuts and tax in¬ 
creases would add $137 
Pi! ion to the federal deficit 
over the coming decade, 
CBO said, even though 
almost $1.7 trillion in cov¬ 
erage costs would disap¬ 
pear, Repeal would re¬ 
duce deficits in the first few 
years but increase them 
steadily as time goes on. 
Repeal would up the num¬ 
ber of uninsured people by 
about 24 million people, 
and the share of U.S. a dulls 
with health insurance 
would drop from roughly 
90 percent now to about 
82 percent, the report said. 
On the other side of the 
balance sheet, the report 
say's that completely re¬ 
pealing the law would, 
on average, boost the 
economy by 0.7 percent 
a year after the start of the 
*20s. That’s mostly because 
more people would en¬ 
ter the workforce or work 
more hours to make up for 
the lack of government 
health care subsidies. □ 


Applications for U.S. jobless 
aid fail to nearly 15-year low

WASHINGTON (AP) — The 

number of people seeking 
unemployment benefits fell 
last week, evidence that 
layoffs remain at unus.uaIty 
low levels and The job mar¬ 
ket is moving closer to full 
health. 

Weekly applications for 
jobless aid dropped 12,000 
to a seasonally adjusted 
267,000, the Labor Depart¬ 
ment said this week, near 
15-year lows reached two 
months ago. The four-week 
average, a less volatile 
measure, declined 2,000 to 
276,750. 

The figures suggest that 


Americans are enjoying 
solid job security. Appli¬ 
cations, a proxy for lay¬ 
offs. have remained be¬ 
low 300.000. a historically 
low level, for 15 weeks. 
The trend indicates that 
employers are confident 
enough in future consum¬ 
er demand to retain their 
staffs. 

The data is 'Very encour¬ 
aging abor market news,” 
said Jennifer Lee, an econ¬ 
omist at BlvIO Capital Mar¬ 
kets, 

The number of people re¬ 
ceiving benefits tel 50.000 
to 2.22 million. That figure 
has fallen 14 percent in the 
past year, □

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Kremlin: Russian loan not discussed in Tsipras-Putin talks

— Greek Prime Minister 
Alexis Tsipras me I with Rus¬ 
sian President Vladimir Pu¬ 
tin on Friday evening in St. 
Petersburg, but the ques¬ 
tion of Russian financial 
aid for Greece was not dis¬ 
cussed, Putin’s spokesman 
sa«d. 

Greece is struggling to 
reach a deal with its credi¬ 
tors for new loans that it 
needs to avo^d defaulting 
on debt payments at the 
end of the month. Without 
the bailout, Greece could 


be headed for bankruptcy 
or an exit from the 19-na- 
tion eurozone. 

Tsipras’ visit gave rise to 
speculation that the Greeks 
may be seeking Russian 
loans — and ahead of the 
talks, Putin's spokesman 
said Russia would consider 
a loan if the Greeks asked 
for one. 

“We wouid do this because 
they are our partners and 
this is a normal practice 
between countries who 
are partners,” spokesman 
Dmitry Peskov told The As¬ 
sociated Press.

The talks were held after 
both leaders addressed 
investors and Russian gov¬ 
ernment officials at Russia’s 
biggest annual economic 
forum. 

Putin said little about 
Greece, although he 
slipped in o joke about its 
predicament.

If you 
owe someone a lot, then ft 
is already not your prob¬ 
lem but the problem of the 
one you owe — and ihat’s 
an absolutely correct ap¬ 
proach,” Putin said.

Yemen (AP) — Ye¬ 
men's exile a government 
and Shiiie rebels who con¬ 
trol the capital failed to 
agree on even a tempo¬ 
rary cease-fire Friday as 
they wrapped upU.N.-bro- 
kered talks aimed at end¬ 
ing a conflict that has killed 
over 1,000 civilians and dis¬ 
placed more than a million 
since March. 

The collapse of the talks 
came as Saudi-ied airs trikes 
continued to pound the 
Iran-backed rebels, known 
as Houthis, and their allies, 
killing at east 10 civilians 
in a northern rebel strong¬ 
hold, witnesses said. The 
U.N. meanwhile called for 
$1 .6 billion to help millions 
of Yemenis avoid a “loom¬ 
ing humanitarian catastro¬ 
phe.” 

U.N. envoy Ismarl Quid 
Cheikh Ahmed, who me¬ 
diated the talks in Gene¬ 


va. told reporters that the 
two sides broadly favor a 
cease-fire that would have 
rebels withdraw from cit¬ 
ies and towns seized in re¬ 
cent months and the coali¬ 
tion halt its air campaign 
against them. 

“We didn’t reach a final 
agreement. We have to 
be clear and transparent,” 
he said, adding that a deal 
“will require further consul¬ 
tation.” 

“I come out with a certain 
degree of optimism," he 
added, ‘it's a matter of 
time." 

The fighting in Yemen pits 
the Houthis and alfied 
troops loyal to former Presi¬ 
dent Ali Abdullah Saleh 
against southern separat¬ 
ists. local and tribal militias.

the process of moving her 
belongings from California. 
At a hastily ca ed news 
conference Friday, Toyoda 
bowed and apologized for 
the troubles set off by the 
arrest of Hamp, who was 
tapped as Toyota T s chief 
communications officer in 
April. He said the company 
should have done more fo 
help with Hamp’s reloca¬ 
tion. Fie declined to go info 
details of the police allega¬ 
tions, only repeating sever¬ 
al times lhat the company 
was cooperating fuly with 
the investigation. The drug 
was found by customs of¬ 
ficials in a package Flamp 
sent to herself by air mail: 
from the United States, ac¬ 
cording to police. Japa¬ 


nese media reports said 
the drugs were hidden in 
various parts of a jewelry 
box. 

The high-profite stumble 
of a media-savvy execu¬ 
tive, so early in the game,, 
is an embarrassment for 
the world's top-selling au¬ 
tomaker. Toyota had high¬ 
lighted Hamp’s appoint¬ 
ment with much fanfare as 
a sign that it was promoting 
diversity. Toyoda said he 
had picked Flamp, 55, be¬ 
cause of “her character,” 
She was an excellent lead¬ 
er, communicating well 
with Japanese employees, 
he said, 

“For me and for Toyota, 
she is an indispensable and 
precious teammate,” he 
told reporters. “I believe 
that we will earn that she 
had no intent to violate the 


law.” 

Fie acknowledged that her 
appointment had been a 
“big step” in a globalizing 
Toyota. Although Japa¬ 
nese Toyota officials had 
gone abroad to live, she 
was the first foreign Toyota 
executive to be fully sta¬ 
tioned in Japan. 

It was unclear when she 
might be released. Japa¬ 
nese authorities can detain 
suspects without charge for 
up to 23 days. 

Japan has strict controls 
over drugs. Possession of 
marijuana,, for instance, is 
a serious crime. Foreigners 
being detained for mail¬ 
ing or bringing in medicines 
they used at home is not 
unheard of. -Such drugs 
may be banned in Japan 
or require special approval.

China: Hong Kong opposition

The propos¬ 
al was defeated Thursday 
because Hong Kong’s gov¬ 
ernment could not mus¬ 
ter enough support from 
pro-democracy awmak- 
ers, who had stuck to their 
promise of voting against

Brazil senators fail to meet 
with Venezuela opposition 


CARACAS, Venezuela (AP) 

— Brazilian senators flew 
into Venezuela this week 
to try to meel with jailed 
opposition leaders, but 
they barely made it past 
the airport, leading Brazil's 
government to complain 
about hostile acts against 
its lawmakers. 

The group, which was led 
by Brazflian opposition 
leader and former presi¬ 
dential candidate Aecio 
Neves, anded at a coastal 
airport but turned back 
before reaching Caracas, 
baming road congestion 
and a demonstration by 
supporters of Venezuela's 
socialist government. The 
drive usually takes an hour. 
Venezuelan hardline op¬ 
position leader Maria Gori¬ 
na Machado, who met the 
delegation at the airport, 
said maintenance work 


snarled traffic and the pro¬ 
testers held up the lawmak¬ 
ers 1 bus. She said dozens of 
protesters surrounded the 
bus, shouting insults at the 
lawmakers and beating on 
the vehicle, though with¬ 
out damaging it. 

The senators wanted to 
visit high-profile imprisoned 
Venezuelan politicians, 
including former mayor 
Leopoldo Lopez, who has 
been on a hunger strike for 
nearly a month. 

Neves expressed his ex¬ 
treme displeasure before 
boarding a plane back to 
Brazil. 

“We’re here lo show that 
we are worried, and to insist 
that democracy prevails 
through the region. Unfor¬

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Clint Dempsey 3 game ban for ref confrontation 


NEW YORK (AP) — Seattle 

forward Clint Dempsey 
was suspended for three 
games by Major League 
Soccer on Friday and fined 
for confronting a referee 
during a U.S. Open Cup 
game this week. 

MLS Commissioner Don 
Garber concluded the 
former Fulham and Tot¬ 
tenham forward’s behav¬ 
ior was “referee abuse,” 
which requires a minimum 
three-game suspension, 
and not “referee assault,” 
which has a minimum six- 
game ban. 

During the Sounders’ 
fourth-round loss to rival 
Portland, he grabbed a 
notebook from the of¬ 
ficial and tore it after a 
teammate was given a 
red card, Dempsey could 
face further discipline from 
a panel established by the 
U.S, Soccer Federation, 
but any additional suspen¬ 
sion would be kmsied to 
U.S. Open Cup matches. 
He wi! msss league games 


against San Jose on Sat¬ 
urday, Philadelphia on 
Wednesday and Port¬ 
land on June 20. While 
Dempsey would have 
had to sit out U.S. national 
ream games during the 


suspension, the Americans 
do not play until a July 3 
exhib.ticn against Guate- 
mala. four days before the 


Americans start the Gold 
Cup against Honduras. 
“We do not tolerate con¬ 
duct of this nature from 
any of our players," MLS 
Deputy Commissioner 
Mark Abbott said in a 


statement, “No matter 
how passionate our play¬ 
ers are or what happens in 
the *heat of the moment/ 


they must always respect 
all aspects of she game, 
especially the referees. In 
light of Clint’s actions and 
our past precedents, we 
fe t that a significant sus¬ 
pension was appropriate.” 
The Professional Soccer 
Referees Association was 
less than pleased with 
the three-game suspen¬ 
sion, calling it a “slap on 
the wrist” and calling 
Dempsey’s actions a di¬ 
rect threat to the integrity 
of the game. 

“In late 2014 MLS was mov¬ 
ing :n the right direction in 
their response to referee 
assaults.. Unfortunately, 
this is a serious step back¬ 
ward,” the PSRA said in o 
statement. “Referee safety 
is an important issue at all 
levels of the game and 
MLS should have used its 
high profile position to lead 
rather than regress." 

With Seattle down to nine 
mien in overtime after an 
injury and red card, team¬ 
mate Mscheal Azira was 


ejected for an elbow to a 
Portland player, 

Dempsey, who was not 
near the play, walked up 
to referee Daniel Radford 
and grabbed his notebc ok 
oui of his hand. Dempsey 
threw the notebook, 
picked it up and ripaed it 
in half and was shown a 
red card, eeving Seattle 
with seven men — the 
minimum for the match to 
continue. 

After being shown the 
red card, Dempsey had 
to be restrained by team¬ 
mates and a couple of 
opponents from getting 
in Ihe face of Radford. As 
Dempsey walked off the 
field, he clapped derisively 
in "he face of ar assistant 
referee on the sideline. 
Portland went on to win 
the match 3-1, ending Se¬ 
attle’s reign as U.S, Open 
Cup champion. Upset fans 
threw water bottles on the 
field, and Radford’s offici¬ 
ating crew ieft with a po¬ 
lice escort.Q

NEW YORK (AP) - Alex 
Rodriguez hornered for 
his 3,0Q0th career hit and 
smiled all the way around 
the bases Frtday night,, the 
highlight so far in what’s 
become a resurgent sea¬ 
son for the formerly dis¬ 
graced slugger. 

The New York Yankees star 
wasted no time, connect¬ 
ing in the first inning on a 
first-pitch, 95 mph fastball 
from Detroit ace Justin Ver¬ 
io nder. 

Rodriguez became Ihe 
29th player in major league 
history to reach 3,003 hits, 
and the first since Yankees 
great Derek Jeter hom- 
ered horn the very same 
batter’s box rn 2011. 

With the crowd at Yankee 
Stadium standing »n an¬ 
ticipation, Rodriguez sent 
a high drive to right field. 
He held onto the bat as he 
took a few steps toward 
first base, and right fielder 
J.D. Martsnez bumped into 
Ihe wall as he backed up. 
The crowd roared as the 
ball sailed a half-dozen 
rows >nto the seats, Rodri¬ 


guez was greeted by Mark 
Teixeka and other team¬ 
mates between the plate 
and ihe dugout and got a 
big hug from manager Joe 
Girardi. 

The only other players to hit 
a homer for No. 3,000 were 
Jeter and Wade Boggs. 
Rodriguez turns 40 next 
month. The three-time AL 
MVP launched hes 13th 
homer of fhe season and 
has enjoyed a productive 
year as a designated hit¬ 
ter after sitting out all of 
last season while serving a 
drug suspension. 

A-Rod hit hes 667th career 
home run after beginning 
the day with a .299 lifetime 
average in 21 seasons. He 
joined Hank Aaron and Wil¬ 
lie Mays as the only players 
with 600 homers and 3.000 
hits. 

Earlier this year, he passed 
Mays for fourth place on 
the alktime homer lest and 
eclipsed Barry Bonds for 
second on the official RBIs 
chart. 

This hit was quite different 
from his first one - a four- 
hop, infield single on July 
9, 1994, at Fenway Park 


against Boston’s Sergio 
Valdez. Back then, Rodri¬ 
guez was an T8-year-old 
batting last for the Seattle 
Mariners, a young man 
with a big future. 

Friday night’s plate umpire. 
Ed Hickox, coincidentally 
was the plate umpire for A- 
Rod’s first hit. 

“Is that right - 2" years 
apart?” Hickox said an 
hour before the first pitch. 
“I was aware he was a 
prospect for Seattle when 
he got the hit, but that’s at 
we knew Ihen.” 

For all of his achievements, 
A-Rod has been a polariz¬ 
ing lightning rod in recenl 
years. While the crowd in 
the Bronx cheered him. 
there are many fans who 
will forever attach an aster¬ 
isk to anything Rodriguez 
accomplishes. 

Such is the baseball world 
in the wake of perfor¬ 
mance-enhancing drugs, 
where RBIs, ERAs and other 
huge numbers have been 
tainted by PEDs. Bonds, 
Roger Clemens and Mark 
McGwire are among the 
many with Coopers town- 
caliber credentials who 
haven't come close to 
being elected lo the Hall 
of Fame because of drug 
scandals. 

High school student Claire 
Campo. from Mission Viejo. 
California, bought a $135 
Rodriguez jersey in the sou¬ 
venir store an hour before 
the game, 

“I love Alex Rodriguez,” 
she said. “People need to 
gel off his case. He’s done 
everything you could ask 
for on the field. What he’s 
done off the field, he apol¬ 
ogized and paid the price. 
What more do you want?” 
Her grandfather, Larry Vas- 
tola of Morristown, New 
Jersey, said he completely 
agreed with her. But he 
said hs wife - Campo J s 
grandmother - had a dif¬ 


ferent view. 

“She can't stand him,” he 
said. “When we get home, 
we’re going to tell her that 


they dislike him so much at 
Yankee Stadium that they 
were giving away these 
jerseys.”Q

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California reveals details of self-driving car accidents

LOS ANGELES (AP) — Cali¬ 
fornia state officials re¬ 
leased reports Thursday 
detailing six accidents that 
involved self-driving car 
prototypes, reversing a 
policy Shat shielded details 
of how the next-genera¬ 
tion technology e perform¬ 
ing during testing on public 
roads. 

The disclosure came after 
The Associated Press ar¬ 
gued to the Department 
of Motor Vehicles that the 
agency was improperly 
withholding the informa¬ 
tion. 

According to the reports, 
most of the cars were in 
self-driving mode when the 
accidents happened, and 
the other driver caused 
the accident. None of 
the crashes was serious 
enough to cause injuries, 
either to the person the 
state requires to sit behind 
the wheel or people in the 
other cars. 

The DMV’s refusal to re¬ 
lease the reports bothered 
critics, who said the public 
should know how the cars 
of Ihe future were faring 
today. 

“The more transparent 
the government e about 
self-driving vehicle ac¬ 
cidents, the more cred- 
fbihty the government wiil 
nave when it comes time 
to decide — yes or no — 
on whether to OK the sale 
and licensing of s elf-driving 
cars," said Peter Scheer, 
executive director of the 
First Amendment Coalition, 
Until now, the agency said 
it could not reveal details 
about self-driving car ac¬ 
cidents, citing state law 
making collision reports 
confidential. 

After the DMV denied a 
public records request, AP 
argued that the agency 
was incorrectly interpret¬ 
ing the confidentiality re¬ 


quirement. The news or¬ 
ganization also said the 
public has an interest in 
understanding how these 
experimental vehicles are 
performing. 

“Unloeking these records 


and sharing them with the 
oublic are in keeping with 
A P’s longstanding efforts 
nationwide to bring about 
greater transparency in 
government agencies,” 
AP spokesman Paul Col- 
ford sard. 

Led by Google, self-driving 
cars have been running on 
public roads since 2009, 
It was only in September, 
however, that the DMV of¬ 
ficially began permitting 
the testing —and requiring 
companies to file accident 
reports and until now, the 
agency wouldn't re;ease 
those reports. 

On Thursday, the DMV 
said it had reviewed the 
request and determined 
they cousd release the re¬ 
ports as Song as personal 
information such as the 
drivers" names is blacked 


out. 

The companies that oper¬ 
ated She cars — tech titan 
Google and parts supplier 
Delphi Automotive —sub¬ 
mitted their own accounts 
of the accidents, Police 


have confirmed investigat¬ 
ing only ihe Delphi crash. 
While eight companies 
have permission to test B2 
self-driving cars in Califor¬ 
nia, Google has driven the 
most miles [about l.B mil¬ 
lion! and licensed the mosl 
prototypes (4B). 

After several years of re¬ 
vealing litfle about crash¬ 
es. Google has in recent 
weeks become more 
open about their number 
and nature. 

After AP reported Iasi 
month that there had 
been three Google acci¬ 
dents and one Delphi ac¬ 
cident, Google self-driving 
car project leader Chris 
Urmson revealed in a blog 
post that its cars had been 
involved in eight other ac¬ 
cidents between 2010 and 
July 2014. 


DMV officials had not 
been aware of those eight 
unti an April conference 
call with Google, agency 
spokeswoman Jessica 
Gonzalez said. 

In California, a driver is 


required to report !o the 
DMV any accident involv¬ 
ing more than $750 of 
damage. 

A Google spokeswoman 
could not say whether the 
company had filed DMV 
reports on any of the ini¬ 
tial eight accidents, and 
said she could not provide 
damage estimates be¬ 
cause repairs were done 
in-house, without a bill. 

The DMV said it could not 
search its records for earlier 
reports without date and 
location information that 
Google has provided to 
neither AP nor the agency. 
At Google's annual share¬ 
holders meeting easier this 
month, co-founder Sergey 
Brin told a ongtime critic 
with the nonprofit Consum¬ 
er Watchdog that releas¬ 
ing accident reports would 


serve no purpose be¬ 
cause UrrnsorYs blog post 
delaied the accidents. 
Two days later, Google 
launched a website which 
offered short narratives de¬ 
scribing each collision, 

The documents that She 
DMV released Thursday of¬ 
fered few new details, oth¬ 
er than the date and time 
of the accidents and ihe 
make and model of the 
other cars. 

According to the reports, 
five accidents involved 
Lexus SUVs that Google 
outfitted with sensors and 
cameras. The sixth involved 
an Audi retrofitted by Del¬ 
phi. All were in the SiJcon 
Valley cities of Mountain 
View or Palo Alto, 

In four Google accidents, 
the Lexus was in self-driving 
mode. In ihe fifth, the SUV 
began braking when it 
sensed a 2015 Audi S6 had 
run a stop sign and was 
about to hit it; the Google 
employee behind ihe 
wheel took control just be¬ 
fore the Audi hit the Lexus’ 
right rear. 

The Delphi car was struck 
as it waited at an intersec¬ 
tion. 

It is hard to know for sure 
how typical Google’s ex¬ 
perience is. With four ac¬ 
cidents in the past ap¬ 
proximately 100,000 miles, 
the recent accident rate 
appears to be higher than 
the reported national av¬ 
erage. About 0,3 “proper¬ 
ty- da mag e-o nly crashes’’ 
happen per 100,000 miles 
driven, according to Ihe 
National Highway Traffic 
Safety A dministration. 
Google officials have sand 
they are proud of the safe¬ 
ty record. Noting that as 
many as 5 million minor ac¬ 
cidents are not reported to 
authorities each year they 
conclude that the cluster 
in recent months reflects 
the true rate at which 
fender benders happen.Q

He credited Morocco’s in¬ 
frastructure and the edu¬ 
cation level of its workforce 
for the decision to build the 
factory here. 

Morocco has been seek¬ 
ing to improve its econom¬ 
ic ties with the rest of Africa 
as well as build up its indus¬ 
trial base to combat persis¬ 
tent unemployment. 

“The automotive sector is 
an essential o ne for Moroc¬ 
co,” said Minister of ndus- 
try Moulay Ha fid Elaiamy.

Morocco exported $4 oil- 
lion worth of cars and 
parts in 2014 and already 
in the first four months of 
2015 there has been a 12 
percent increase from the 
same period last year.

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Gas-price jump pushes consumer prices up 0.4% in May

WASHINGTON (AP) — Con¬ 
sumer prices increased in 
May by Ihe largest amount 
in more than two years, 
reflecting the biggest one- 
month jump in gas prices in 
nearly six years. But outside 
of energy, price pressures 
remained modest. 

The consumer price Index 
rose 0.4 percent in May. 
the biggest advance since 
February 201C, the Labor 
Department reported this 
week. The increase was 
driven by a 10.4 percent 


rise in the cost of gasoline, 
which has started climbing 
after nearly a year of falling 
energy prices. 

Core inflation, which ex¬ 
cludes volatile food and 
energy, 

as up a modest 0.1 per¬ 
cent in May as the price 
of clothing and household 
furnsshings declined. Over 
the past 12 months, overall 
inflation has shown no in¬ 
crease, while core inflation 
is up just 1.7 percent, both 
showing modest inflation 
pressures. 

Even with the 10.4 percent 


increase in gas prices, the 
biggest one-month jump 
since June 2009, gas prices 
are still 25 percent below 
where they were a year 
ago. 

However, prices at the 
pump have been rising re¬ 
cently. 

The nationwide average is 
up to $2.60, 10 cents higher 
than a month ago but still 
below the price a year ago 
of $3.66. according to AAA. 
Food prices were un¬ 
changed in May, matching 
April's flat reading. 

Prices for a variety of prod¬ 


ucts did show gains in May 
including increases for new 
vehicles, alcoholic bever¬ 
ages and personal care 
such as haurcuts. 

The Federal Reserve on 
Wednesday left a key in¬ 
terest rate at a record low 
near zero, where it has 
been for the past six years. 
Fed Chair Janet Yellenscid 
the central bank still need¬ 
ed more evidence that 
very low inflation would be 
moving back to the Fed’s 
target of 2 percent over 
the next two to three years. 
For the past three years, 


inflation by a price gauge 
favored by the Fed, has 
been running well below 2 
percent. The Fed strives to 
achieve annual price in¬ 
creases of 2 percent, be¬ 
lieving that is the optimal 
spot for inflation. 

Many economists believe 
the central bank will start 
moving interest rates higher 
later this year, after it feels 
more confident that infla¬ 
tion is rising and the job mar¬ 
ket, which was battered by 
the Great Recession, has 
regained its footing.Q 


Office Depot shareholders approve sale to Staples 


NEW YORK (AP) — Office 
Depot shareholders voted 
overwhelmingly in favor of 
Ihe company’s $6.3 billion 
acquisition by one-time ri¬ 
val Staples. 

The deal, announced in 
February, b part of a rapid 
consolidation in the of¬ 
fice supply sector that has 
been hammered by tech¬ 
nological changes in the 
workplace and by com¬ 
petition from Amazon.com 
and other online retailers.

Office 
Depot Inc., based in Boca 
Raton, Florida, has said il 
expects to close up to 135 
stores by the end of 2015. 
Office Depot said Friday 
that 99.5 percent of the 
votes cast were in favor of 
Ihe deal, which is expect¬ 
ed to close by the end of 
Ihe year if approved by 
regulators. Shareholders 
wil receive $7.25 in cash 
and 0.2186 of a share in 
St a pi es for each share al 
closing. 


The Federal Trade Commis¬

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New study identifies elephant poaching hotspots in Africa

JOHANNESBURG (AP) — in¬ 
vestigators who collected 
DMA from the tusks of slasn 
elephants and painstak¬ 
ingly looked for matches rn 
the vasl African continent 
have identified two large 
areas where the s aughter 
has been occurring on an 
industrial scale, accord¬ 
ing to a study published on 
Thurs day. 

The two areas are Tanzania 
in the east and a cross-bor¬ 
der region encompassing 
several nations In the cen¬ 
tral-western part of Africa. 
Samuel Waster, an author 
of the study published in 
the journal Science, said he 
hopes the study will focus 
Saw enforcement efforts 
and increase international 
pressure on host countries 
to crack down on poach¬ 
ing, but he acknowledged 
the challenge. 

“You’re literally asking them 
to police themselves,” 
Wassersaid in a telephone 
interview with The Associ¬ 
ated Press. He suggested 
donor countries could de¬ 
mand more robusl conser¬ 
vation efforts in exchange 


for development aid. 

The big size of shipments of 
confiscated ivory from both 
regions — over hatf a ton — 
indicates the presence of 
transnational crime syndi¬ 
cates likely operating with 
corrupt authorities, said 
researchers who matched 
DNA from seized iusks to 
samples of elephant hah, 
tissue and dung from wild¬ 
life parks across Africa, 
Wasser, direclor of the 
Center for Conservation 
Biology at the University 
of Washington in Seattle, 
in the United States, de¬ 
scribed the two areas 
that the study identified 


as “major hotspots" where 
elephant poaching far sur¬ 
passes the scaie of the kill¬ 
ing for profit eisewhere. 
Eephant populations in 
both areas were already 
known to be under siege 
by poachers who have 
killed tens of thousands 
annually in recent years 
to meet rising demand for 
ivory in Asia, particularly 
China. An average of al 
least several dozen tons of 
ivory is seized each year, 
roughly 10 percent of the 
total amount of ivory that 
is poached annually, said 
authors of the new study. 
On Thursday, authorities in 
Bangkok announced that 
raids by multiple law en¬ 
forcement agencies across 
Asia, Africa and Europe re¬ 
sulted in more than 300 ar¬ 
rests and over 600 seizures 
of assorted wild; fe contra¬ 
band, including more than 
12 tons of ivory, as well as 
rhino horns, whale rids and 
sea horses. 

In New York City on Frrday, 


a ton of confiscated ivory 
will be crushed in Times 
Square to draw attention 
to wildlife trafficking. 

The dire poaching situa¬ 
tion an Tanzania was al¬ 
ready illustrated by a re¬ 
cent census, part of a 
continent-wide effort to 
count eleohants. The result, 
announced this month, 
revealed a 60 percent 
decline to an estimated 
43,330 elephants »n Tan¬ 
zania since a 2009 census, 
according to the Wildlife 
Conservation Society. 
Tanzania’s minister for nat¬ 
ural resources and tourism, 
Lazaro Nyalandu, has said 
the country has taken anti¬ 
poaching steps, including 
the hiring of 500 additional 
rangers, the establshment 
of an elephant orphanage 
and an appeal for more 
he ip from international 
conservation groups, 
Interpol assisted in the 
University of Washington 
study, which analyzed 23 
large ivory seizures in Africa 
and Asia between 1996 
and 2014. Researchers 
built a DNA database from 
1,350 elephants in about 
30 African countries and 
linked resu ts with DNA from 
seized tusks. 

Between 2006 and 2014, 
more than 85 percent of 
seized ivory from savan¬ 
na elephants came from 
southeast Tanzania and 
adjacent areas of north¬ 
ern Mozambique, as well 
as further north in Tanza¬ 
nia’s Ruaha and Rungw a 
wildlife parks as poachers 


moved on from depleted 
k*ling grounds, the study 
said. Some DNA samples 
came from areas north 
of Ruaha, indicating the 
hotspot could be shifting 
toward southern Kenya, it 
said. 

The other poaching hoi- 
spot in the past decade is 
the “last stronghold of for¬ 
est elephants,” a conser¬ 
vation area called Trsdom 
that spans Gabon, Cam¬ 
eroon and the Republic 
of Congo, Wasser said. 
Poachers have also hut 
hard in an adjacent area 
in Central African Republic. 
Each hotspot covers 
about 5B.G0Q square miies 
(150,000 square kilome¬ 
ters), each roughfy equal to 
the size of the U.S. slate of 
Illinois. The sludyfound that 
most ivory was shipped, or 
about to be shipped, from 
a country other than the 
origin nation, possibly to 
mask smuggling routes. 

The consumer end of the 
ivory trade in Asia is also 
elaborate, said William 
Clark, a study co-author 
and environmental crimes 
expert at nterpol. 

Much of the ivory is carved 
into jewelry, cigarette hold¬ 
ers and seals used to stamp 
signatures; an item weigh¬ 
ing about 30 grams [0.07 
pounds) can sell for about 
$200. he said. A pair of tusks 
can weigh about 10 kilo¬ 
grams [22 pounds], mearv 
ing several hundred ornate 
items can be extracted 
from a single elephant's 
ivory.Q

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World shocked at enduring racism, gun violence in US

BEIJING (AP) — Often 
the target of U.S. human 
fights accusations, China 
wasted little time returning 
such charges following the 
shooting at a historic black 
church in South Carolina 
that left nine people dead. 
Elsewhere around the 
world, the attack renewed 
perceptions that Ameri¬ 
cans have too many guns 
and have yet to overcome 
facial tensions, 

Some said the attack re¬ 
inforced their reservations 
about personal security in 
the U.S. — particularly as 
a non-white foreigner — 
white others said they'd still 
feel safe if they were to visit. 
Especially in Australia and 
northeast Asia, where fire¬ 
arms are strictly controlled 
and gun violence almost 
unheard of, many were 
baffled by the determina¬ 
tion among many Ameri¬ 
cans to own guns despite 
repeated mass shootings, 
such as the 2012 tragedy 
at Sandy Hook Elementary 
School in Newtown, Con¬ 
necticut, where a gunman 
killed 20 children and six 
adults. 

“We don’t understand 
America’s need for guns," 
said Philip Aipers, director 
of the University of Sydney's 
GunPolicy.org project that 
compares gun laws across 
the world. "It is very puzzling 
for non-Americans.’’ 

A frontier nation Sike 
the U.S„ Australia had a sim¬ 
ilar attitude toward firearms 
prior to a 1996 mass shoot- 
fog that killed 35. Soon af¬ 
ter. tight restrictions on gun 
ownership were imposed 
and no such incidents have 
been reported since, 

A similar effect has been 
seen elsewhere. 

"The USA is completely out 
of step with Ihe rest of the 
world. We’ve tightened our 
gun laws and have seen a 
reduction," said Claire Tay- 
lor, the director of media 
and public relations at Gun 
Free South Africa. 

Ahmad Syafi’s Maarif, a 
prominent Indonesian intel¬ 
lectual and former leader 
of Muhammadiyah, one of 
the country’s largest Mus¬ 
lim organizations, said the 
church shooting shocked 


many. 

"People all over the world 
believed that racism had 
gone from The U.S, when 
Barack Gbama was elect¬ 
ed to ead the superpower, 
twice,” he said. “But the 
Charleston shooting has re¬ 


minded us that in fact, the 
seeds of racism still remain 
and were embedded in the 
hearts of small communities 
there, and can explode at 
any time, like a terrorist act 
by an individual," 

A 21-year-cd white man. 
Dyfann Storm Poof, now 
faces nine counts of mur¬ 
der for the South Carolina 
shooting. An acquaintance 
said Roof had com plained 
that “blacks were taking 
over the worid.” 

Many places around the 
worid struggle with racism 
and prejudice against out¬ 
siders, but mass shootings in 
the U .S., 

where ihe Constitution’s 
second amendment pro¬ 
tects the right to keep and 
bear arms, often receive 
widespread global atten¬ 
tion. 

“Guns are in their constitu¬ 
tion,” said Joanna Leung, 
a 34-year-old Toronto resi¬ 
dent, 

“I’m prettysure no one else 
has anything similar, I never 
understand why they think 
gun violence is going to 
solve anything,” 


In Britain, the attack rein¬ 
forced the view that Amer¬ 
ica has too many guns and 
too many racists, The front¬ 
page headline of The Inde- 
pe nde nt news paper said 
simply, "America’s shame,” 
The newspaper said in 


an editorial that America 
seems to have moved 
backward in racial rela¬ 
tions since Obama’s elec¬ 
tion, and that the “ob¬ 
scene proliferation of guns 
only magnifies tragedies” 
like the church shooting. 
The leftist Mexico City 
newspaper La Jornada 
said the U.S, has become 
a "structurally violent state” 
where force is frequently 
used domestically and in¬ 
ternationally to resolve dif¬ 
ferences, 

"In this context, the un¬ 
checked and even para¬ 
noid citizen armament is 
no coincidence: Such a 
phenomenon reflects the 
feeling of extensive sectors 
about the supposed legiti¬ 
macy of violent methods,” 
it said. 

In China, the official Xin¬ 
hua News Agency sard the 
violence in South Carolina 
“mirrors the U.S, goverrv 
meni’s inaction on ram¬ 
pant gun violence as well 
as the growing racial ha¬ 
tred in the country." 

“Unless U.S. President 
Barack Obama’s govern¬ 


ment realty reflects on his 
country’s deep-rooted is¬ 
sues like racial discrimina¬ 
tion and social inequality 
and takes concrete actions 
on gun control, such trage¬ 
dy will hardly be prevented 
from happening again." Xi¬ 
nhua said in an editorial. 

On China’s Twitter-like We-, 
ibo microblogging service, 
some users compared the 
United Slates to lawless So¬ 
malia and said racial dis¬ 
crimination was fueling vio¬ 
lence and high crime rates. 
Many reflected the official 
view that gun ownership 
and violent crime are by¬ 
products of Wes t e rn-s tyI e 
democratic freedoms that 
are not only unsuifed to 
China but potentially disas¬ 
trous. 

Recalling the recent kill¬ 
ings of Chinese and other 
foreign students in the U.S., 
office worker Xie Van said 
he was still eager to visit 
the U.S., but would be "ex¬ 
tremely careful" there. 

Xie said he had heard 
much about racism in 
the U.S., but was uncertain 
about the underlying dy¬ 
namics. 

“We lend to see the U.S. as 
a violent place, but I don’t 
think we understand a lot 
about racism there. Chi¬ 
nese are free to study, visit 
and live there so it doesn’t 
fee ike we’re discriminat¬ 
ed against,” Xu said while 
waiting for a train on Bei¬ 
jing’s busy sub w ay line 1. 
Like Australia, China has 
had its problems with ra¬ 
cial and ethnic discrimina¬ 
tion. China is overwhelm¬ 
ingly dominated by one 
ethnic group, the Han. and 
activists decry the lack of 
awareness about discrimi¬ 
nation in jobs and housing 
faced by minorities such as 
Tibetans and Turkic Muslim 
Uighurs from the northwest. 
Chinese police have been 
accused of heavy-hand¬ 
ed tactics against those 
labeled separatists or ter¬ 
rorists, although such mea¬ 
sures appear to be sup¬ 
ported by most Chinese, 

In Japan, discrimination 
tends to be based less on 
sksn color than on national 
origin, resulting in biases 
against Chinese and Kore¬ 
ans, said Hiroko Takirnoto. 
41, a patent attorney in To¬ 


kyo. 

Racially motivated killings 
are “simply something Jap¬ 
anese as a people cannot 
understand," she said, 
Yukari Kato. vice president 
of Ihe company Ryugaku 
Journal that assists Japa¬ 
nese students on overseas 
programs, including about 
2,000 in the U.S., said vio¬ 
lence there was nothing 
new and most of the courv 
try' remained perfectly safe. 
“It’s no different from Ja¬ 
pan. There are places 
where you can oecome a 
victim of crime. 

You $ust have to be pre¬ 
pared to defend yourself," 
she said. 

However, Yuka Christine 
Koshsno, 21, a po itical scb 
ence student at Tokyo’s 
Keio University, said she 
was devastated by the 
shootings, particularly after 
having participated in rac¬ 
ism awareness campaigns 
while studying at the Uni¬ 
versity of California, Berke¬ 
ley, Those interactions had 
given her hope That the sit¬ 
uation was improving. The 
shootings "shocked me," 
said Koshsno. 

Chairman of the Philippine 
Alliance of Human Rights 
Advocates Max de Mesa 
shared the sentiment of 
civil rights activists in South 
Carolina who pointed out 
that Ihe Confederate bat¬ 
tle flag, the symbol of the 
pro-slavery South during 
the Civil War, continued to 
fly over Ihe state even as it 
mourned. 

“Some of the (old) struc¬ 
tures and some of the al¬ 
titudes remain and they 
were even nurtured, at 
least that is being shown 
now," de Mesa said. 

“That would be no different 
from a suicide bomber,” he 
said. “For a jihadis t, l l will be 
with Allah if I do that.’ The 
other says, 

l l am proving white su¬ 
premacy here.’" 
Indonesian intellectual 
Syafi’i Maarif sand he hoped 
the incident would help 
Americans stop equating 
terrorism with Islam. 
“Terrorism and radicalism 
can appear in every strata 
of society under various 
guises and in the name 
of ethnicity, religion and 
race,” he said.Q

VATICAN CITY (AP) 
— Pope Francis' plea to 
make the state of the en¬ 
vironment a central moral 
issue of our age has been 
greeted with applause 
from climate activists and 
a wide range of church, 
science and government 
leaders, but dismissive 
shrugs from those who 


doubt climate change. 

In “Laudato Si,” Francis ad¬ 
dressed “every living per¬ 
son on this planet," urging 
them to hear “both the 
cry of the Earth and the 
cry of the poor” about the 
damage from “compulsive 
consumerism,” waste and 
a single-minded pursuit of 
profit. 

The pope’s “marching or¬ 
ders for advocacy,” as 
the head of the U.S. con¬ 
ference of bishops calss it. 
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comes as the world rtears 
a critical time for interna¬ 
tional climate change ne¬ 
gotiations that start late this 
year >n Paris, 

Francis sa=d he hoped his 
paper would lead both or¬ 
dinary people in their daily 
lives and decision-makers 
at the Pans U.N. climate 
meetings to a wholesale 
change of mind and heart. 
The document, released 
Thursday, put care for the 
environment at the center 
of Catholic social teach¬ 
ing, and, in lyrical but stark 
terms, reframed the discus¬ 
sion about global warming 
fro mi the dry language of 
science to a broad ques¬ 
tion of ethics. 

“Never have we so hurt 
and mistreated our com¬ 
mon home as we have 
in the last two hundred 
years," Francis writes. l The 
earth, our home, is begin¬ 
ning to look more and 
more Hike an immense pile 
of filth.” Many praised the 
encyclical: “It has the pow¬ 
er lo reshape the church 
and realign politics,” said 
Austen Ivereigh, author of 
“The Great Reformer: Fra nr 
cis and the Making of a 
Radical Pope." 

But some politically conser¬ 
vative Catholics criticized 
its economic analysis, and 
some U.S. Republican poli¬ 
ticians said religion had no 
place in climate policy. 
“No, I’m sorry, it’s a political 
rssue.”said Rep. Rob Bishop 
of Utah, chairman of the 
U.S. House Committee on 
Natural Resources, “Most 
people have their minds 
made up on this issue, so 
any more rhetoric about 
the issue doesn't really add 
a heck of a lot more to it." 
Scientists who for more 
than 50 years have been 
talking about the dan¬ 
gers of global warming 
say the encyclical coutd 
break the inertia that has 
characterized climate ne¬ 
gotiations, With their data 
and computer models, so- 
entists appealed to logic: 
the pope sought to erv 
gage Ihesoul. 

“This is exactly what we 
need.” said Texas Tech cli¬ 
mate scientist Katharine 
Hayhoe. an evangelical 
Christian who has fa Iked 
about faith and w arm ing. Q 
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
